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Looking at GEOS 
by Mark McGuinnis

Let’s continue our discussion on printers. As 


mentioned before GEOS supports over 70 different printers and a 
file called a "printer driver" is needed to activate your printer. The 
system disk that came with your GEOS package should contain 
printer driver files and there should be a file to cover your specific 
printer. If your printer is not listed, then your next best bet is to 
try a driver listed under your printers brand name (Epson, Star, 
Okidata etc.). Don’t forget about your printer interface. Some 
interfaces have dip switches that must be set in order to make the 
printer work right. About all that can be said in this space is to 
refer to your printer manual and experiment. The GEOS manual 
notes that the printer is always addressed as device #4 on the serial 
bus, turn off any auto line - feed settings on the printer and the 
interface card and if the interface card has a transparent mode and 
your printer is not working then use the transparent mode. 


Activating your printer is simply a matter of opening the system 
disk, click on the GEOS menu and click on the select printer menu 
item. From the dialogue box, scroll through the printer selections 
and make your choice. The selected printer driver will now become 
the default printer driver and will be moved to the front of the 
printer driver list. To copy your driver to a back - up disk just 
move the ghost file icon to the desk top boarder, close the disk, 
open your work disk and move the printer icon onto the desktop. 
You may get some screen prompts depending on your hardware 
configuration. On the lower left of the desktop screen an icon for 
the printer will appear to let you know if a printer driver is present 
and if the driver is active. It should be noted that any boarder files 
you run across should be placed back on the desktop just as a 
matter of good house keeping and to ward off the GEOS bugaboos. 
At this juncture your printer should be good to go. 


Any problem you are experiencing is more than likely a 
communication problem as opposed to a hardware problem. Some 

common problems could be interference from your TV/Monitor, 

Modem, or some other peripheral. The solution is to unplug the 
offending peripheral or move a disk drive away from the monitor. 

Check GEOS to make sure your input device, printer etc. is 
supported or set up on the program. For those annoying little 
quirks that seem to defy a solution, you can always bounce the 
problem off a club member and who knows, you may get a 
solution to your problem. 


Before leaving our discussion of printers, I would like to pose a 
question. Have you ever wondered what the difference was between 
a parallel interface and a serial interface? A parallel interface 
transfers data one character or code at a time, and a serial interface 
transfers data one bit at a time. 


Exiting GEOS. There is a right way to exit GEOS and the 
procedure should be followed religiously or the GEOS monster 
may get you. It may get you anyway. “If you wish to turn the 
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computer off: 


1. Exit the current application and return to the desk top. 
2. Position the pointer over the close icon on the disk note 
pad and click. 


The file icons on the disk note pad will disappear and the disk drive 
icon representing the disk drive containing the program disk will 
appear with a question mark inside’’ Take your disk out the drives 
and shut down.

Two weeks before Christmas, I got a letter from Creative Micro 
Designs telling me “‘We are proud to announce that we are about to 
start production on the long awaited SuperCPU-128 accelerator for 
the Commodore C-128 computer.’’ The catch is they need my 
money before December 31. Don’t they know it’s Christmas, and 
money is in short supply! They also offered the 2 meg REU for 
$99. That is a $40 saving. But all I have is enough for the 
SuperCPU-128 with the RAMCard and no RAM. So I get a 
money order and send it off. But what does ‘‘about to start 
production’ mean? Is that next week? Next month? Or three 
months? After all, it was about 2 years ago that they announced 
the product. But they have had a number of hurdles, and they have 
told us how it was going in their magazine, Commodore World. 
What?!!!!_ You don’t subscribe? How can you call yourself a 
Commodore lover and not subscribe? Commodore, Commodore, 


If you like to write computer code, Commodore World has had 
some articles on the 65C816 CPU that the SuperCPU-128 uses. If 
you don’t know, the 65C816S is also used in the Apple 2GS, and 
the Super Nintendo. “‘So what?” you say. Well someone might 
be able to make a hardware hack to our SuperCPU-128 to run 
Super Nintendo games. Now that would be something the XXX 
brand clones can’t do!!! Also if you don’t know the 65C8168 will 
run as an 8-bit CPU or a 16-bit CPU. In the Apple 2GS it will 
run the older Apple 2 software (8-bit), or run the newer Apple 2GS 
software (16-bit). I think the 816 on the end of the number comes 
from 8-bit, 16-bit. In the unit CMD is making, it will run 16-bit 
if it is working internal, or 8-bit if working with external circuits. 
This is why its work gets done 22 times faster while it is only 
running 10 times faster. A standard 128 runs at 2 megahertz. The 
SuperCPU-128 runs at 20 megahertz clock speed. If you think the
